$100,000 on forged checks in this, city 
and through the state.

campaign committee. 
Cook, it is al- 


leged, induced William J. Wright to 
deposit checks purporting to represent 
$1,100 to his account in the Mount 
Morris bank. 
These all bore Mr. 


Muhleman's nanie^ 


Cook explained 'that they were con- 


tributions to the .republican fund, and 
the committee, not desiring to let the 
amount of the subscriptions be gener- 
ally known, had arranged to cash the 
checks in different banks. 


Wright gave Cook $1,100. in cash 


and a few days ago the prisoner ap- 
peared again with $1,700 in checks. 
The bank officials began an investiga- 
tion and found that the checks had 
been forged. 
Other similar transac- 


tions have been reported from the in- 
terior, which lead to the supposition 
that the total receipt* by the forgeries 
will not fall short of $100,000. 


Treasurer'Cornelius N. Bliss of the 


national committee, says that Cook 
had no connection with that body. Mr. 
Bliss eaid Cook was onoe associated 
with. a. sub-treasury official and once 
had undertaken to organize a political 
literary bureau and in that way had 
secured letters from the members of 
the committee. • 


On the strength of these letters the 


man had obtained funds. The sum of 
$900 had been traced to him, Mr. Bliss 
said. He believes that the real sum 
obtained by Cook is greater.
